I WOULD LIKE TO EXPRESS MY PERSONAL SENSE OF OPTIMISM AND 

ENTHUSIASM ABOUT THE FUTURE OF THE JOINT RESEARCH IN 
PHYSICS. THE RECENT LETTER FROM CORRESPONDING MEMBER 
GORKOV TO DR. SCHRIEFFER AND ME PROVIDES JUST THE KIND 
OF COMMUNICATION NEEDED TO ESTABLISH A FIRM BASIS FOR 
THE WORK OF THE JOINT RESEARCH GROUP THIS SUMMER IN ASPEN. 

I BELIEVE THAT SUPPORT WILL BE AVAILABLE TO CONTINUE THIS 
AND OTHER ACTIVITIES IN PHYSICS BEYOND OCTOBER 1, 1977 
ALONG THE LINES DESCRIBED IN MY LETTER TO YOU OF MARCH 1. 
1977. 

THE DELAY IN THE FIFTH MEETING OF THE US-USSR JOINT 
COMMISSION ON SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL COOPERATION HAS 
FORTUNATELY GIVEN US TIME TO COMPLETE OUR REPORT ON THE 
ACTIVITIES OF THE JOINT WORKING GROUP ON PHYSICS. I AM 
SENDING TO YOU SEPARATELY A NEW VERSION OF THE REPORT 
BASED ON YOUR DRAFT BUT SLIGHTLY REORGANIZED TO CONFORM 
TO THE FORMAT AGREED BY THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARIES. FOR 
EXAMPLE, I HAVE ADDED A BRIEF SUMMARY AND RECOMMENDATION

ABLE TO BRING HIS WIFE AND TWO YEAR OLD DAUGHTER WHO 
WOULD OCCUPY THE SAME ROOM AS HE DOES. IN THIS 
CONNECTION, I WOULD ENCOURAGE ACADEMICIANS SAGDEEV AND 
ZELDOVICH TO REGARD THE RESEARCH SEMINAR AS BEING 
ORGANIZED ON THE BASIS OF THE USUAL INTERNATIONAL SUMMER 
SCHOOLS AND RESEARCH SEMINARS, WHEN BOTH JUNIOR AND 
SENIOR PARTICIPANTS ARE ENCOURAGED TO BRING THEIR 
FAMILIES. INDEED, SEVERAL OTHER PROSPECTIVE JUNIOR

ACCOMPANY THEM. 

BY THE WAY, I WOULD LIKE TO REMIND ACADEMICIAN SAGDEEV 
THAT I HAVE NOT YET RECEIVED INFORMATION ABOUT THE EXACT 
DATE AND LOCATION OF THE RESEARCH SEMINAR ON 
ASTROPHYSICS AND THAT A FINAL LIST OF PARTICIPANTS CANT 
BE SENT UNTIL THAT TIME. 

WITH REGARD TO THE FORTHCOMING PLANNING MEETING ON LASER 
INTERACTION WITH MATTER, SCHEDULED APRIL 25-30, 

UNEXPECTED EVENTS HAVE LED THE US DELEGATION TO REQUEST 
A POSTPONEMENT. THE GROUP HOPES TO BE ABLE TO 
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RESCHEDULE THE MEETING LATER THIS SPRING AND WILL BE IN 
TOUCH WITH YOU CONCERNING AN ALTERNATIVE DATE.
